which continues to monopolize inter­ 
est, still is lacking. 
An office I dis­ 
patch from Petrograd says the battle 
of Lodz has ended in success for the 
Russians, but this statement Is op­ 
posed to that of the Berlin official 
report, which says the German offen­ 
sive in Poland is taking its normal 
course. 


The most important factor, from the 
allies' point of view, is that tile Ger­ 
man advance on W arsaw seemingly 
has not succeeded in its object, nor 
has it had Hie effect of diverting the 
Russians from 
their forward 
move­ 
ment through the Carpathians and on 
to tile plains of Hungary or against 
the fortress of Cracow, around which 
they are drawing a closer ring of men 
ami artillery. 
Taking into consideration the case 
of JTzemysl, which lias held out so 
long 
against 
the 
Russian 
attacks, 
m ilitary men do not look for the early 
fall of Cracow and are rather inclined 
to 
believe the 
armies of 
Em peror 
Nicholas will endeavor to keep the 
large Austrian force inside the fort­ 
ress and enter Silesia from the south­ 
east. 


Heavy Losses on Both Sides.

much success.

FAMINE SITUATION 


STILL DESPERATE 


American Commissioner Tells el 


Belgian Conditions. 


London, 
Dec.

Hoover, chairm an

commission tor relief in Belgium, who 
returned to 
L o n d o n after a 
week’s 
trip of inspection in Belgium, report­ 
ed that Hie distribution of foodstuffs 
sent in care of the Am erican commis­ 
sion is well under way, but stated 
that the condition of famine which 
threatened the population still is des­ 
perate. 
“ It is difficult to state the position 
of the civil 
population 
of Belgium 
without 
appearing hysterical,” 
said 
Mr. Hoover in his statement. 
“ I do 
not know that history presents an}’ 
parallel of a population of 7.0(H),OOO 
people surrounded by a ring of steel 
and utterly unable by any conceivable 
effort of their own to save themselves. 
"Prom the nature of things it is 
impossible for the commission even to 
possess an opinion on the rights and 
wrongs which have created this sit­ 
uation. 
It is enough for us that there 
are 7,000,000 people ground between 
two gigantic millstones. 
“ W e are meeting with no obstruc­ 
tion from the m ilitary authorities of 
Belgium 
in the 
prosecution of our 
work. 
Not one loaf of bread nor one 
spoonful of salt that we have intro­ 
duced has been taken by the m ili­ 
tary.”

URGES ECONOMY 


Northern Minnesota Development As­ 


sociation Faces New Conditions, 


Expenses to be Curtailed 


CHANGE 
ORDERED IN BUDGET 


The Acknowledgements Given in Full, 


a Tribute to Brainerd People 
and Chamber of Commerce 


Iu the closing hours of the North­ 
ern Minnesota Development Associa­ 
tion meeting of Friday afternoon at­ 
tention centered on this paragraph of 
the resolutions adopted relating to 
reorganization. 


“ in view of the results accomplish­ 
ed through the Northern (Minnesota 
Development association in the five 
years of its existence, and the expand­ 
ing field before it, it is the sense of 
the convention that the work should 
by all means be continued. 


“ This association, however, faces 
new conditions. 
The separation of 
some of the counties hitherto form­ 
ing part of the membership and the 
general stringency in business makes 
necessary a modification of the work­ 
ing basis, while some activities have 
been so happily successful th at they 
may safely be left to other agencies. 


"It is therefore resolved, that ex­ 
penses must be curtailed, that the 
executive committee be requested to 
employ part of the time some quali­ 
fied man as secretary at a salary of 
$50 a month or a sum to be decided 
upon by the executive committee, that 
arrangem ents be made if practicable 
that 
will 
involve no expenses for 
rent aud the minimum for other office 
expenses, aud that the budget be so 
framed that the amount asked of the 
county boards be materially reduced.’’ 


The secretaryship of the associa­ 
tion formerly carried about $3,000 
salary,, it is reported, and also trav­ 
eling and other expenses. 
To cut 
the salary to $000 a year will be a 
cut in the direction of economy. 


George D. Met artily, assistant sec­ 
retary of the Duluth <Commercial club, 
was elected secretary by the execu­ 
tive committee.

Duluth certainly has a reputation for 
boosting. 
Mr. Mackenzie has made a very 
successful record as secretary, serv­ 
ing in that position since the associa­ 
tion was organized in Bemidji. 
Of 
Mr. Mackenzie the Bemidji Pioneer 
says: “ Mackenzie has been a success­ 
ful secretary, many of the associa­ 
tion's acomplishments being due to 
his efforts, and he was urged to again 
accept the office.’’ 
The resolution referring to “Hood 
Roads" was: 
“ We give our hearty approval and 
endorsement of the Elvvell aud Dunn 
good roads laws recently enacted. We 
recommend again to the legislature 
that early action be taken at the next 
session

the am endment of the 
existing laws affecting state prisons 
and prisoners,, so that male inmates 
of the prisons may be legally em­ 
ployed under proper regulations on 
public highways, aud in the prepara­ 
tion of road materials outside the 
prison grounds."

Of interest to hunteis and fisher­ 
men is the resolution adopted relat­ 
ing to “ Game and Fish.’’ 
It states: 
“ The state of Minnesota has in tile 
past with considerable pride held out 
to prospective settlers, tourists and 
especially those who enjoy the recre­ 
ation of hunting and fishing, th a t the 
state with its ten thousand lakes aud 
northern woods contained vast qu an ­ 
tities of Ash and game, but the policy 
of our legislation during the past 
few years seems to have been such 
that the conservation of game and 
fish has been seriously neglected. 
“ We recommend to the coming leg­ 
islature that the game laws be so 
amended :is to provide a closed sea­ 
son of at least two years on part- 
tidges and ruffled grouse or prohibit 
the h unting of these birds with dogs 
aud that thereafter the open season 
during which these biids may be kill­ 
ed shall be limited to thirty days. and 
as to the open season for deer and 
other large game it is the sense ot 
this association 
that only antlered 
deer may be killed aud that the open I 
season for large game be limited to] 


the last ten days of November of each 
year. 
“ We further recommend to the leg­ 
islature the advisability of amending 
the law so that license for killing of 
any kind of game shall only be is­ 
sued to actual residents of the state 
aud th a t the penalty be made more 
severe for hunting without a license 
| or upon the license of another. 
It is 
well known to those who have made 
any investigation 
durin g the past 
couple of years that our lakes and par­ 
ticularly those of the northern bord­ 
er of the state are becoming depleted 
of fish by reason of commercial fish­ 
ing; th at hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of wall-eyed pike, whitefish 
and slur aeon are shipped out of '.ne 
state ever; season and that toe com­ 
mercial fishing is largely monopolized 
and controlled rby the fish trust. 
It 
is not fair to the residents of tills 
state th a t commercial fishing should 
be permitted and we urge upon the 
legislature that these matters be giv- 
eu careful consideration in order tha t 
our game and fish may be conserved.“ 
In the acknowledgements drawn up 
and adopted in the form of a resolu­ 
tion, Brainerd people and the C h a m ­ 
ber of Commerce were remembered. 
The resolution stated: 
“ We extend greetings to the Min­ 
nesota Crop improvement Association 
with whom we have held this meet­ 
ing jointly, and we recommend its 
work aud purposes to the people of 
Northern Minnesota. 
“ We extend greetings also to the 
Women’s Auxiliary of the 'Northern 
Minnesota Development Association; 
in fact we think so highly of the in­ 
fluence of women in the movements 
thus organized is formed to foster 
that we recommend the appointment 
of women delegate# to the Northern 
Minnesota Development Association 
meetings. 
“ This association desires to extend 
to 
President 
A lb rig h t, 
Secretary 
Mackenzie and all the other officers 
of the association its appreciation of 
their valuable services and to express 
our regret at the determination of 
Mr. Mackenzie not to serve as secre­ 
tary of this association any longer. 
Mr. Mackenzie has been our secretary 
since the organization of this asso­ 
ciation; in fact to him, perhaps, more 
than to any other man is due the 
credit of having brought about its or­ 
ganization, and he has rendered valu­ 
able services in his capacity as sec­ 
retary anil we trust th at although he 
retires from that position that he will 
continue to be an active member of 
this association. 
“ We heartily commend the state 
immigration commission upon the ef­ 
fective work done,, although handi­ 
capped by small appropriations.

to do towards suppressing the out­ 
break since they went to Fort Ripley 
in a large force and offered their ser­ 
vices to Commissioner of Indian Af­ 
fairs William P. Dole and Superin­ 
tendent of Indian Affairs Clark W. 
Thompson who, in letters dated Sept. 
I,, 1862, delivered to Chief Rice Mak­ 
er and his son, Moos-o-maunay, ac­ 
knowledged the obligations 
of 
the 
government to the* Mille Lacs Chippe­ 
was. 
The letter delivered to Moos-o- 
raaunay is now in the hands of Geo. 
IL Edgerton, one of the attorneys for 
tne Mille Lacs Indians who sued the 
government for its violation of the 
treaty of 1863, which 
treaty 
arose 
from the Chippewa hostile demonstra­ 
tion of 1*862. 


Hole-in-the-day continued to be a 
prominent figure in Chippewa affairs 
until his assassination in 1868, al­ 
though he lost much of his prestige 
among his own tribe on account of 
the provisions of the treaty of 1863, 
or which he was not responsible since 
he was not with the chiefs who made 
that treaty, and also on account of 
the outbreak of 1862. 
The provisions 
of the treaty of 1863 provided that 
tho now 
Chippewa 
reservation 
for 
Mississippi chippewas, 'Hole-in-the- 
day's band, should include the west 
shore of Leech lakle. Pillager Chippe­ 
was thought that this was encroach­ 
ing upon their reservation and blamed 
ilole-in-the-day 
for 
it. 
Following 
the treaty of 1864, which was made 
in lieu of the treaty of 1863 aud was 
by far a better one than the latter al­ 
though tin* new boundaries 
of 
the 
Mississippi 
reservation 
were 
not 
changed any. 
The 'Pillager aud o th ­ 
er bands iu 1865 tried to depose Hole- 
in-the-day from his position as head 
chief. 
This effort was made at the 
old Crow Wing river, and Bake-in-ovv- 
aueii, father of William Potter,, was 
selected as liole-in-the-da>'s succes­ 
sor. 
Upon the day the announcement 
was going to be made to the govern­ 
ment officials who had gathered for 
the purpose J lole-iu-the-day appeared 
in full Indian costume with his young 
on proo ■ aly 7 or 8 years ct age, and 
who likewise dressed and both took 


seats with the chiefs at the agent's 


office. 
For 15 or 20 minutes uone of 


the chief's .'poke but finallv oui- of 
I 
the Leech lake chiefs arose and an- 


nount ed tuaj; the Chippew a* ot Min­ 


nesota had decided to appoint another 
head chief. 
After

speech of announcement, the Leech 
Lake chief took his seat. 
Hole-in-the-day then arose and in 
a fiery speech directed to the govern­ 
ment officials, stated in substance that 
one subordinate chief could not de­ 
pose him; th a t he was the chief of 
chiefs, and he alone under the treaty 
of 1864 could appoint or create chiefs 
by taking from any band he saw lit 
5 0 persons; to convince them of this 
he demanded that 50 members of nib 
band be enrolled separately with his 
little son. 
Minno-geshig 
(Ignatius 
Hole-in-the-day) aa chief;

deemed this little boy sufficiently * : e 
to be placed on u level with the ^aief* 
who alan d to depose him.

cials realized too well th at Mole-i:i- 
the-day was right in his i n t c p r e t a - 
tion of the (treaty and they were com­ 
pelled to make the enrollment de­ 
manded by him, and so tihe little boy 
became a chief. 
No further effort was made to de­ 
pose Hole-in-the-day but the ill-feel­ 
ing against bim among the Pillager 
Lnippewas did not decrease but be­ 
came more aggravated. 
Ais au illustration of the ill-feeling 
which existed against Hole-in-the-day 
after the outbreak and treaty of 1862, 
we will refer to the attem pt to assas­ 
sinate him at Washington, I). C. This 
was made by a Pillager chief who shot 
and seriously wounded him immedi 
ately following the conclusion of the 
treaty of 1864.

way' mail service, postoffice inspector, 
city letter carrier, rural letter car­ 
rier, postoffice clerk, or special de­ 
livery

who are injured 
w hile on duty, who shall be granted 
leave of absence with full pay during 
the period of their disability, but not 
exceeding one year, and alien at the 
rate of lh per cent of the em p lo y es 
sila r y for She period of disability ex­ 
ceeding one year, but not exceeding 
12 months additionol— provided that 
no compensation ah a11 be paid any 
such em ploye for any injury occa­ 
sioned by bis own negligence. 
Employes com ing under these heads 
shall be reported to the federal de­ 
partm ent at W ashington by the post­ 
master or head of the railw ay mall 
service with full statem ent of condi­ 
tions.
